Is Itself Vital Beginning of Such a Leagu

LONDON, Dec. 23.—Viscount Grey, 
former secretary of state for foreign 


affairs, has written at the request 
of the research committee of the 
league of nations union, an_ intro- 


ductory note to a pamphlet entitled 
“The Peace Conference and After.” 
After urging the great opportunity 
fforded by the peace conference for 
taking a practical step in the direction 
of forming a league of nations, Vis- 
sount Grey says: 

“It is not necessary for the peace 
sonference to create a league of na- 
fons. The conference will in ftself be 
i vital beginning of such a league. All 
hat is absolutely necessary is that it 
hould not commit suicide but keep 
tself alive by adjourning and leaving 
A permanent organization instead of 
jssolving itself and destroying its 
nachinery.

CITY FINANCES 
DISCUSSED BY 
THE COUNCIL 


Mayor's Casting Vote Carries Pro- 
posal for $2,500,000 Loan 
By-Law 


By the casting vote of the mayor 
the city council Monday night voted to 
introduce the bylaw recommended by 
the finance committee authorizing the 
borrowing of $2,500,000 against 1919 
taxes for current revenue. Alderman 
Prevey opposed the resolution strongly 
and was supported by Aldermen Mc- 
Lennan, McKenzie and Bush. Those 
voting in favor were Aldermen Grant, 
Hepburn, Esdale and Kinney. The 
mayor's vote broke the tte, 


The Report 


The report of the committee was as 
follows: 

“1. That a bylaw be passed to per- 
mit the issuing of 1,000,000, five-year, 
six per cent, treasury bills against 
arrears of 1918 taxes. 

“2. That the acting commissioner 
of finance be authorized to hypothec- 
ate debentures amounting to §$239,- 
033.48. 

“3. That a bylaw authorizing the 
borrowing of $2,500,000 for current 
revenue purposes against 1919 tuxes 
be passed.” 

Alderman Bush, in discussing the 
report, thought that the $2,500,000 
proposal would be an inducement to 
the taxpayer not to pay his taxes, He 
would like to see something done to 
relieve the taxpayer, aay to the extent 
of 25 per cent. This, the alderman 
suggested, could be done by selling 
debentures to meet the sinking fund 
payments, amounting to $485,000, 

Alderman Grant pointed out that 
the sanction of the legislature would 
have to be obtained firs. 


Wilt Carry the Toad 


Alderman Bush: “Then let us go to 
the legislature as soon as we can. 
People are now under such a heavy 
burden of taxation that they don't 
know whether to pay their taxes or 
not. If we adopt this plan it will 
carry the load a year or two. Then 
times will change, the situation will 
improve, we will have more popula- 
tion and conditions will be better.” 

The speaker was supported by the 
mayor who said that he hoped the 
charter amendment committee would 
iake the matter up. There might even 
be a city meeting called to discuss it. |

The only concession the alder- 
men made was to hold up, temporarily, 
tthe legal proceedings looking toward 
the collection of the $18,000 penalty 
for failure to lay its pipe lines in 
accordance with the agreement.

OF CANADIANS 


CROSSING RHINE 


March Past in Pouring Rain Was 
of Most Inspiring Kind Says 
Commander , 


Ottawa, Dec. 28—The following 
from Lieut. Gen. Arthur Currie to Sir 
Edward Kemp, minister of militia 
forces of Canada overseas, concern- 
ing th crossing of the Rhine by the 
First and Second Canadian divisions 
has been received by the director of 


public tnformation:~ 

“At half-past nine this morning I 
took up my position on the eastern 
end of the bridge spanning the Rhine, 
to witness the m&rch-past of the Sec- 
ond division, the First division hav- 
ing crossed at Bonn, where they were 
reviewed by the army commander. 

“It was raining hard all morning, a 
condition which continued through- 
out the day. The march began 
promptly on time and was one of the 
most inspiring and impressive things 
it has ever been my good foetune to 
witness, 

“Although men and horses had just 
completed a long and trying march, 
they looked in the very pink of con- 


They had 
thelr clothes and equipment put on 
well, had thelr heads up, with a look 
of strong determination and earnest 
confidence in all faces, as they hoisted 
our flags to the breeze. 

“They mean much to our country, 
these flags which our heroes carried 
after four years of the greatest war 
in the world’s history, in which no 
unit has played a prouder part than 
they and which they were so great a 
factor In bringing about the final de- 
cisive and conclusive defeat of the 
enemy, 

“Tonight, not a singe Canadian gun 
ls in German hands, while there are 
many many units who can truthfully 
say that they have never failed to take 
an objective nor never lost an inch of 
ground.”

Toronto, Dec. 22—Three unsuccess- 
ful attempts to raid the New London 
cafe, on Queen and John streets, were 
made late Saturday night by a crowd 
of several hundred persons.

CHINESE DELEGATES 
TO PEACE CONFERENCE 
ARRIVE AT VICTORIA 


VICTORIA, Dec. 28.—Headed by 
Lou Tsing Tsiang, minister of foreign 
affairs, the Chinese delegates to the 
peace conference at Versailles, arrived 
in Victoria today on the Japanese 
steamer Suva Maru.

BE HOME FOR NINE OR 
TWELVE MONTHS YET 


Meantime Soldiers Will Bo Train- 
ed in Agriculture and 
Manufactures 


MELBOURNE, Dec. 23.—It will 
take from nine to twelve months be- 
fore the Australian and New Zealand 
troops will be ready for transportation 
from Europe to Australia, according 
to an announcement made tn the fed- 
eral house of representatives. A 
scheme has been devised whereby the 
soldiers will be trained in agriculture 
and manufactures during that period. 

Senator Pierce, Minister of Defence, 
will go to England to superintend the 
transportation of troops and their wel- 
fare on European shores, A_ board 
will be named to attend to matters of 
food and clothing during the initial 
period of partial demobilization. 
These measures are only preliminary 
to the larger and more tntensive pro- 
gram of repatriation outlined by the 
commonwealth for the welfare of its 
returning troc ph.

Three Stages of Action 
“There will be three stages,” the 
Matin says: ‘first, the Allled govern- 
ments will settle among themselves 
the principles of the league. As a 
fundamental rule they will set down 
of peoples to decide their 
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own destinies. As a practical conse- 
quence it follows that there will be 
limitation of armaments and compul- 
sory arbitration among the nations, It 
seems indispensable that, at this 
point, the Entente countries bind 
| themselves to put these clauses in the 
preliminaries of peace. 

“It has appeared absolutely neces- 
sary to the promoters that the regime 
of the future world should be fixed in 
its main outlines before there are any 
questions of indemnities and terri- 
tories, so that for the first time in his- 
tory the deliberations of the plenipo- 
tentiaries should be dominated by 
higher ideals than mere individual in- 
terest. 

Will Require Adherence 

“The second act will consist in no- 
tifying the enemy powers of the fund- 
amental principles laid down in the 
preliminaries and requiring from them 
their adhesion to these principles. As 
| to other conditions of peace prelimin- 


| aries, as in the case of stipulation of a 
territorial, financial and economic 
character, no discussion will be ad- 
mitted. The Entente delegates will 
say to Germany and her allies: 

*“‘*Compulsory arbitration and lIimit- 
ation of armaments are integral parts 
of our conditions, You must subscribe 
| to them at once, You will know later 
how these principles will be applied.’ 

“The preliminaries once signed de- 
tails of the peace treaty will be dis- 
cussed among the belligerents and 
only after the signing of this treaty of 
peace proper will the third stage be 
reached. This will be a universal con- 
ference to settle the new relations to 
be created between the peoples, 

Must Give Guarantee, 

“To this conference neutrals may 
be admitted. No nation, however, will 
be admitted to full membership in the 
league of nations if it does not offer 
guarantées. Germany, having started 
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the war will have to be condemned by 
the peace conference to make restitu-

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Scheme For Naval Defence 
of Empire |

London, Dec. 23—(Special Cable- 
sram from J. A. Dafoe)——An an- 
nouncement by the admiralty of the 
early departure of Admiral J. Jellicoe 
on a visit to the overseas dominions 
for the purpose of advising their gov- 
ernments on naval matters is the re- 
sult of an undertaking which was ar- 
rived at by the representatives of the 
overseas dominions at their meeting 
here last August, following the sub- 
mission to them of a tentative scheme 
for the naval defence of the empire 
by chiefs of the admiralty in conform- 
ity with a request to that effect made 
by the imperial war conference in 
March, 1917. "The proposal of the ad- 
miralty was considered by representa- 
tives of the dominions with the result 
that a memorandum was.drawn up by 
Sir Robert Borden on behalf of Can- 
ada and subscribed to by all the do- 
minions suggesting a permanent over- 
seas naval policy on the basis of nav- 
{es to be built by and administered by 
the dominions on a system which 
would permit close co-opera- 
tion with the British navy. The mem- 
Orandum on this point said:— 

“It is thoroughly recognized that 
the character of construction, arma- 
ment and equipment and the methods 
and principles of training, adminis- 
tration and organization should pro- 
ceed upon the same lines in all the 
navies of the empire. 
pose the dominion would welcome 
visits from a highly qualified repre- 
sentative of the admiralty who by rea- 
son of his ability and experience would 
be thoroughly competent to advise the 
naval authorities of the dominions in 
such matters.
